of  the  new  Act  ensure  more  regular  attendance  of  all  ages  of 
pupils.  The  Government  has  appointed  a  Provincial  Attendance 
Officer,  who  will  go  about  the  Province  and  encourage  boards 
and  teachers  to  secure  the  regular  attendance  of  the  pupils.  It 
is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  education  of  the  children 
should  recover  completely  from  the  interruption  occasioned  by 
the  war. 

CONSOLIDATED  SCHOOLS 

The  qne&tion  of  the  Consolidated  Sdiools  has  been  dealt  with 
in  a  well  digested  measure.  It  is  permiasive ,  tiot  '^onifulsory,  but 
it  provides  linancial  aid  to  all  those  groups  of  acnool  sections 
which  believe  th?y  would  benefit  by  consolidation  but  are  not  jire- 
pared  to  face,  unaided,  the  financial  obligatioii.s  eniniled.  The 
new  Acl  provides  for  every  kind  of  consolidation  which  is  likely 
to  be  sufet-'ested;  whether  between  small  urban  and  rural  schools 
or  between  rural  schools  only.  In  the  nnorgani/ed  districts,  the 
Depfutment  if;  f^ven  power  to  iuitinte  this  movement.  The  new 
law  also  includers  the  creation  of  a  consolidated  Schocl  Board, 
which  will  give  excellent  administration  of  the  grouped  schools. 
The  Govenunenr,  is  oClering  aid  which  will  ineludf;  contributions 
(1)  towards  the  erection  of  the  school  buildings;  (2)  to  encour- 
age better  salaries  to  teachers;  jind,  (3)  to  help  to  pay  for  the 
conveyance  of  pupils  to  the  school. 


VOCATIONAL  TRAINING  FOE  PUPILS  OVER  14 

The  ]\linister  of  Education  had  laid  stress  upon  the  ounrmous 
impoHancc  to  the  Province  of  vocational  ^.nd  industrial  edr-a- 
tion  and  to  the  extension  of  s(  'lool  training  beyond  th.-  age  oC 
fourteen  ycav^.  This  very  impcitant  policy  hu.s  been  novkod  out 
in  a  piscticul  spirit.  Dr.  Merchant,  the  able  Direct<ir  of  Tech- 
nical Education,  who  has  during  the  past  few  years  tt-uvoiled 
throujrhout  the  Province  investigating  conditions  and  encoarrtg- 
mg  the  establishment  of  new  schools,  has  reported  from  %  ear  to 
year  upon  what  might  be  done  by  a  combined  eiTort  in  the  form 
of  grants  by  the  Federal,  Pn.viacial  and  heal  .'(uthoviiies,  to- 
gether with  a  part-time  compulsorv  uttendiUiec  of  piipiis  beyond 
the  age  of  fourteen.  With  this  end  in  vi'^w.  the  Goveinmrnt  iias 
pas5ied  the  Act  respecting  the  School  Attendance  of  Adolescents. 

This  measure  has  a  twofold  character;  firstly,  it  will  encour- 
age  the   establishment   of  extension  courses   desiirncd    to  fquip 


pupil,  more  completely  for  their  future  ^^^"P**^^^' ^ttCiror 
iy  it  will  make  school  attendance  computeory  either  wholly  or 
n'part  up  to  the  age  of  sixteen.    These  prop.   ;ls  ^-^^f^'J 
the  greatest  educational  steps  taken  in  the  history  «f.^>;tam- 
Althoixgh  it  contemplates  reforms  of  the  most  f*^-^?^<^^"°^ J^^^^J 
act.r.  the  Act  is  dosigued  to  carry  out  its  purposes  in  a  practical 
fashion  with  due  regard  to  the  wishes,  r.  well  as  the  interest  of 
the   people.     It   will   not    go    into    force   until   'f^'^'^lJ' 
the  schools   are   prepared   for   it.     It   is   optional   -«;  ^-^^ 
sections  or  the  urban  centres  with  a  population  under  o  000.     io 
the  urban  centres  where  it  does  apply,  the  Department  is  pre- 
pared to  send  expert  advisers  to  show  ho^^r  the  adaptation  ot 
the  present  schools  or  the  establishment  of  new  ones  may  be  best 
carried  out.    The  spirit  of  the  Act  is  voluntary  co  operat.on  ot 
all  the  parties  concerned  in  the  interest  of  the  locality.     It  is 
believed  that  within  .:  roasonable  time  the  municipalities  where 
the  law  is  to  be  enforced  can  provide  the  necessary  courses  for 
adolescent  pupils,  cither  through  the  extensions  of  the  present 
High  School  courses  or  through  the  organization  of  additional 
schools     It  is  intended,  in  respect  to  compulsory  attendance,  that 
part-time  emplovmeat  and  attendance  shall  bo  worked  together. 
Those  who  do  not  work  are  expected  to  go  to  school.    Those  who 
are  partlv  exempt  from  the  compulsory  law  for  the  reasons  set 
forth  in  the  Act  shall  attend  school  during  their  spare  time.    It 
is  impossible  to  over-rate  the  benefits  that  may  come  to  Ontario 
from  the  operation  of  this  new  law. 

In  r-^s^e.'t  to  the  financial  aid  necessary  to  establish  tnese 
courses  the  i^rovince  has  increased  the  grants  it  has  been  making. 
Moreover,  Federal  aid  is  now  assured.     Ontario  was  the  hrst 
Province  to  irapress  upon  the  Dominion  Government  the  duty  of 
special  provision  beinti   made  out  of  the  national  revenue  for 
lechnical  and  industrial  education.    This  effort  has  at  last  proved 
successful  and  the  Federal  Government  has  announced  a  grant  of 
$10  000.000  for  this  purpose,  spread  over  ton  years  and  given  to 
the' Provinces  in  proportion  to  population.    It  is  hoped  and  be- 
lieved that  this  Provincial  and  Federal  aid  will  render  each  lo- 
cality able  and  desirous  of  doing  its  share  toward  the  establish- 
ment of  the  new  schools.
